Resume  1934  Football  Season 

The  Bulldogs  opened  the  '33  season  by  eking  out  a  6-0  victory  over  the 
Cliffside  high  school.  This  game  failed  to  give  fans  any  idea  as  to  the 
team's  strength  due  to  the  absence  of  several  of  the  regulars.  Wilson 
scored  the  touchdown. 

Their  next  game  was  against  Rutherford  College  in  Shelby.  Again 
handicapped  by  injuries  the  team  was  able  to  do  no  better  that  a  6-6  tie. 
Mauney  dragged  one  out  of  the  air  for  the  marker. 

Displaying  a  world  of  power  the  Bulldogs  pulled  a  last  half  rally  and 
defeated  Campbell  on  the  Campbell  field  by  an  18-13  margin.  Hendricks, 
Mauney  and  Brown  did  the  tallying. 

With  a  weakened  forward  line  the  Bulldogs  won  over  P.  J  C.  in  Shelby 
by  the  close  score  of  6-0.   Brown  scored  on  a  pass. 

With  the  team  once  more  in  condition  the  Bulldogs  severely  trounced 
the  Wingate  eleven  32-6  before  a  large  home  crowd.  Wilson  scored  two 
touchdowns  with  Mauney.  Brown,  and  Connor  adding  one  each.  Ben 
Moore  stood  out  at  center. 

Due  to  outstanding  line  work  with  Putnam  and  Childers  leading  the 
Bulldogs  nosed  out  a  stubborn  Weaver  College  team  in  a  bitter  contest  at 
Asheville  to  take  their  fourth  straight.  Connor  went  over  for  the  touch- 
down. 

Showing  strength  in  every  department  the  Bulldogs  decisively  overran 
the  Belmont  Abbey  boys  to  the  count  of  31-0.  The  scoring  was  furnished 
by  Mauney,  Wilson,  Brown,  Connor  and  Epps.  The  tackle  play  of  Putnam 
and  Childers  featured  the  line  work. 

Producing  a  pass  defense  that  failed  to  be  penetrated  during  the  en- 
tire game,  the  Bulldogs  overthrew  a  challenging  Lees-McRae  outfit  by  a 
14-0  score.  The  passing  of  Raper  aided  the  Bulldogs.  The  scoring  was 
done  by  Connor  and  Mauney. 

Risking  an  undefeated  record  against  a  heavier  opponent  the  Bulldogs 
took  the  field  against  Oak  Ridge  and  emerged  with  a  25-14  decision.  This 
Thanksgiving  affray  marked  the  first  time  a  Boiling  Springs  club  had  ever 
vanquished  a  Cadet  team.  The  scoring  was  furnished  by  Brown,  Putnam, 
Connor  and  Hendricks.  This  ended  a  nine-game  schedule  and  crowned  the 
Bulldogs  State  Champions.
